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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  as  reported  to  us  by  the  Li- 
brarian has  been  5116  adult  and  1971  juvenile  volumes. 

The  Library  and  reading  room  have  been  open  Tuesday,  Thurs- 
day and  Saturday  from  12  noon  to  9  p.  m.,  holidays  excepted.  The 
policy  of  opening  at  12  noon  inaugurated  last  year  has  been  con- 
tinued since  it  has  proven  so  beneficial  to  the  pupils  in  school  who 
reside  outside  the  village. 

The  building  was  open  every  day  during  the  State  Arts  and 
Crafts  Fair  and  had  a  special  exhibit  of  samplers.  More  than  2000 
people  visited  the  Library  during  the  exhibit  and  many  expressed 
themselves  as  favorably  impressed  with  its  advantages. 

During  the  year,  a  feature  of  the  children's  room  has  been  a 
special  exhibit  of  hand  painted  pictures  illustrating  children's 
fairy  tales. 

The  Library  now  receives  the  Congressional  Record  daily 
through  the  courtesy  of  Senator  Keyes. 

The  trustees  are  pleased  to  announce  the  receipt  of  a  trust  fund 
of  $1,000.00  from  Mr.  Louis  B.  Thacher,  the  income  from  the 
fund  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

The  selectmen  have  received  notice  that  the  Library  is  one  of 
the  residuary  legatees  named  in  the  will  of  the  late  Emma  Gipson 
of  Greenfield  and  may  be  the  recipient  of  a  considerable  fund. 

We  have  received  many  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  during  the 
year  and  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  donors.

Miss  Manchester  knows  her  school  and  understands  her  pupils, 
and  has  shown  great  skill  in  guiding  the  cadet  teachers  in  their 
work.
